Primary 
school set 
to expand 


A PRIMARY school in New¬ 
market could expand to meet 
the chronic pupil shortages 
across the county, it has been 
revealed this week. 

Plans are in the pipeline 
for eight new classrooms at 
Houldsworth Valley Primary 
School, in Rowley Drive, ac¬ 
cording to papers which went 
before Newmarket Town 
Council on Monday. 

The town council’s develop¬ 
ment and planning committee 
has been asked for its views by 
Suffolk County Council which 
is putting together a consulta¬ 
tion on proposals for two new 
buildings which could house 
eight classrooms. 

At Monday’s meeting, Cllr 
Rachel Hood said: “We cer¬ 
tainly need more school plac¬ 
es but I would be interested 
to know what percentage 
increase it would be. I think 
it is a very good thing Suf-

folk County Council is doing 
something about it.” 

And Cllr Mick Jefferys said: 
“It is probably the school that 
can most easily expand com¬ 
pared to some of the others in 
town which have nowhere to 
grow.” 

Concerns were raised in the 
last year about school short¬ 
ages in the area, with 
the county council 
earmarking £4 mil¬ 
lion in September 
to expand primary 
schools in West Suf¬ 
folk, including New¬ 
market, Mildenhall 
and Red Lodge. 

Houldsworth Val¬ 
ley Primary has already 
increased its intake for 2014 
from 30 to 45 along with Exn- 
ing Primary School which will 



take on 30 new pupils rather 
than 20. 

According to data from Of- 
sted in 2013, Houldsworth 
Valley had 171 pupils enrolled. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The ex¬ 
pansion of Houldsworth Pri¬ 
mary School is much needed 
and the process of expanding 
the facilities has entered the 
next stage. 

“We have begun discussions 
with the town council as a 
statutory consultee in 
this process.” 

Houldsworth Valley 
Primary has already 
expanded with the 
gain of Year 6 classes 
in the last two years 
due to the change from 
a three-tier to a two-tier 
education system. 

The school was unavail¬ 
able for comment as the News 
went to press.

Funding 
for those 
in need 


A VITAL advice service has 
been handed a £20,000 fund¬ 
ing boost to help people stay 
out of debt. 

The Suffolk West Citizens 
Advice Bureau (CAB), includ¬ 
ing Mildenhall, submitted 
a proposal to Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC) 
about their Money SMART 
approach which encourages 
residents to - Stay informed, 
Make ends meet, plan Ahead 
and choose the Right prod¬ 
uct and keep on Track. 

Their innovative propos¬ 
als won them £20,000 extra 
funding from FHDC, which 
recently was forced to cut 
funding to the Suffolk West 
CAB by £18,740 in 2014/15. 

Cllr Robin Millar, cabi- 
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net member for Families 
and Communities, said: “It’s 
much better if communities 
can work together to provide 
help for people before they 
get into trouble rather than 
public bodies picking up the 
pieces afterwards. 

“This approach fits with 
our own localities approach 
to strengthening families and 
communities and is much 
more cost-effective in the 
long run, so we can better fo¬ 
cus our dwindling funds.” 

The money will be used to 
provide community-based 
financial training across the 
Mildenhall and Brandon 
area. 


A RACING worker attacked 
a man he believed was his 
love rival with a metal bar, a 
court has heard. 

Johnson Fernandes, 36, 
found a three-foot strip of 
metal in a skip and used it 
to assault his victim who 
he spotted walking with his 
ex-girlfiend in The Avenue, 
Newmarket, on January 22. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard yesterday how 
Fernandes struck his victim, 
but ended up unconscious 
after his victim fought back. 

Fernandes, of Croft 
Road, Newmarket, pleaded 
guilty to possession of 
an offensive weapon 
in a public place and 
using threatening words 
or behaviour. He was 
sentenced to six months 
imprisonment suspended 
for two years. 

In a police interview he 
said he had not intended to 
harm anyone with the metal 
bar and could not say why 
he picked it up. 

Fernandes said he 
believed the victim had 
taken his girlfriend but 
hoped the two men could 
be friends again. 

Mitigating, Rebecca 
Wastell said that the 
yardman had regretted what 
he had done. 

He was ordered to pay 
£300 costs, handed a four 
month curfew and banned 
from contacting the victim 
or his ex-girlfriend.

Town hospital is 
looking healthy 


A COMMUNITY hospital 
has been given a clean bill of 
health in its latest inspection 
by the industry watchdog. 

Following a surprise visit 
in January the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) found 
that Newmarket Commu¬ 
nity Hospital met the five 
necessary standards of care 
- which include consent to 
care and treatment, care 
and welfare of service users, 
safeguarding people from 
abuse, supporting workers as 
well as assessing and moni¬ 
toring the quality of service 
provision. 

In its report the CQC said: 
“People told us that they 
were cared for in a kind and 
compassionate way by staff. 

“One person said: ‘This is a 
wonderful hospital. The food 
is good, the girls are kind and 
so is the manager.’” 

The inspectors found 
appropriate assessments 
made of people’s needs and 
patients were cared for safely 
in the ward and the com- 
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munity services parts of the 
hospital. 

Risks were identified and 
care was taken accordingly 
such as risks of falling or 
developing a pressure sore. 

Dr Abigail Tierney, chief 
executive of Suffolk Commu¬ 
nity Healthcare which runs 
the hospital, said: “I am 
delighted the CQC 
recognises the qual- A 
ity of care provided 
by our wonderful 
staff. 

“I want to thank 
them all for their 
high standards 1 
and caring for 
patients according ^ 
to their health and 
welfare needs.” 

Dr Tierney said: “We know 
our patients appreciate that, 
because everyone we sur¬ 
veyed last month said they 
would recommend all of our 
four community hospitals to 


their family and friends. 

“In addition, almost eve¬ 
ryone (99 per cent) said they 
would recommend all the 
services we provide in the 
community.” 

Private healthcare provid¬ 
er Serco won the £140 mil¬ 
lion contract for community 
healthcare from NHS Suffolk 
in 2012, which includes the 
Exning Road hospital. 

The firm came 
under fire after it 
k announced it was 
to cut 137 jobs 
across the county 
I a month after it 
| took over. 

The contract 
f will last until 2015, 
when the tender 
can be renewed 
again. 

Newmarket Commu¬ 
nity Hospital has a 16-bed 
ward which provides reha¬ 
bilitation services. 

It also offers out patients 
services and community 
nursing facilities.

HAPPY FAMILIES:

LIZZY BUCHAN finds out more 
about the role of support group 
Families Need Fathers, which has its 
East Anglian base in Newmarket, 
as a new chairman takes the reins 


ii /^\NE day I was in the 
I I kitchen making din- 

ner and the police 
arrived. They told me I had one 
hour to leave.” 

This dark day was the begin¬ 
ning of a five-year struggle for 
the new Families Need Fathers 
(FNF) chairman Brian Maloney 
who has been battling to see his 
young sons, aged just 4 and 6, 
following the breakdown of his 
relationship. 

Brian has won alternative 
weekend contact with his sons 
after a lengthy fight but he has 
vowed he will not stop until he 
gets shared residence of his chil¬ 
dren. 

This is just one of the real- 
life stories shared by members 
of FNF, a support group whose 
members travel from as far 
afield as Norfolk and Essex to 
attend sessions at the East An¬ 
glian branch in Newmarket. 

Confused and afraid they will 
never see their children again, 
many of these men have faced 
unfounded accusations of do¬ 
mestic abuse as they struggle 
through the complicated family 
courts system. 

Former racing industry work¬ 
er Anthony Esler, 70, co-found- 
ed the East Anglian branch, 
based in Newmarket, in 1998 
and is handing over the reins 
to Brian this month. Mr Esler, 
of Old Station Road, is divorced 
with three children and has 
helped dozens of men battling 
through the courts for custody 
or visitation rights. 

He said: “For a father to get 
full custody of his children in 
the past was like being struck by 
lightning. 

“Men and women have the 
same feelings. As fathers we are 
supposed to care about our chil¬ 
dren and this should not be so 
hard to prove.” 

The group has argued the sys¬ 
tem is biased in favour of moth¬ 
ers and it is far better for chil¬ 
dren to have access to both their 
parents. 

Anthony added: “We are not a 
father’s rights movement, we are 
a children’s rights movement.” 

The issue was brought into 
the national consciousness in 


2002 with the creation of Fathers 
4 Justice (F4J), the infamous 
campaign group who garnered 
national attention by donning 
superhero costumes and scal¬ 
ing the Royal Courts of Justice 
and Tower Bridge in London. 

The more mild-mannered 
FNF received a surge in fund¬ 
ing and membership in the af¬ 
termath but when the recession 
hit in 2008, the support began to 
slip. 

Anthony said: “When F4J 
came long they only lasted four 
years but they pushed the whole 
thing of fathers being banned 
from seeing their kids up on the 
social and national agenda. 

“People began to realise there 
was a serious problem here.” 

Tony Lewis, 50, of Great Yar¬ 
mouth, was one of the first 
fathers from the Newmarket 
group to attain sole residency of 
his two sons in 1999. 


But it came at a price as he 
had to give up his job and battle 
for more than a year before he 
achieved success. 

He said: “I was scared because 
I did not know what to do. I 
couldn’t believe how unfair the 
system was as I went to court 
thinking I was a good dad but it 
made no difference.” 

When he started attending 
FNF meetings, he was able to 
draw on the experience of those 
around him, something which 
he now shares with others. 

He said: “It was so useful be¬ 
ing able to talk to somebody 
who understands when some¬ 
thing like this happens. 

“It is a very stressful experi¬ 
ence when you are in court and 
you are facing losing the most 
precious thing in your life.” 

Tony was also one of the 
founding members of F4J and 
he said many of their ideals are 


still important. 

He said: “The motto for F4J 
was ‘Never hate your ex more 
than you love your children’ 
which is so important. If you 
love your kids more than you 
hate your ex then you will do the 
right thing. 

“I believe my children needed 
their dad. I would never have 
stopped them seeing their 
mum. I want my children to 
have as many people who love 
them in their lives as possible.” 

The group also has a Cam¬ 
bridge branch, which was start¬ 
ed in 2006. 

They want to encourage peo¬ 
ple to come to their meetings 
where they offer emotional and 
practical support to men - and 
women - who find themselves 
in this situation. 

Brian said: “One of the first 
things we tell them is they are 
not alone. It was a year before I 
found FNF When I came along 
and found out there was all this 
support there I couldn’t believe 
it.”

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Cash boost welcomed for 
our under-funded schools

A PACKAGE of £9.2 million funding 
for Suffolk’s desperately under-fund¬ 
ed schools will help to alleviate the 
“postcode lottery” suffered by the 
county’s children. 

Schools minister David Laws 
announced on Thursday that £350 
million will be given out to the most 
underfunded local authorities to 
address the perceived unfairness in 
allocating school funding. 

Newmarket’s MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock has welcomed the news that 
Suffolk is due to receive £9.2 million 
of funding in 2015/16, which will 
equate to £105 per pupil. 

Mr Hancock said: “For years there 
has been a postcode lottery which 
means pupils across the country 
attracted very different levels of 
funding for no good reason. 

“Creating a fair funding system 
is vital if we are going to deliver the 
best schools and skills for our young 
people, which is central to our long¬ 
term economic plan.” 

Headteachers were delighted with 
the extra funding. 

Nick Froy, interim head of school 
at Newmarket College, said: “We are

pleased with the announcement of 
additional funding. 

“We are delighted that our new 
Year 7 intake starting in September 
is over 140 students (up from just 
over 90 last year) and we plan to use 
the additional funding to support 
students in this year group and the 
other year groups who would benefit 
from additional challenge for the 
most able and support for those 
students who are making less than 
expected progress.”

The announcement follows strong 
criticism from Ofsted earlier this 
month over Suffolk County Council’s 
education improvement strategy as 
many schools are performing below 
the national average. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet 
member for education at the county 
council, said the new government 
funding was a “welcome announce¬ 
ment” for the county. 

She said: “We have long argued 
that Suffolk schools deserve a fairer

funding package and this welcome 
announcement certainly moves 
them towards that.” 

Cllr Chambers added: “That said, 
it’s not just about money. 

“Quality of leadership, teaching 
and learning are also key to the suc¬ 
cess of a school.” 

Cambridgeshire, which has the 
worst-funded schools in the country, 
will be getting a 7.1 per cent cash 
boost, which is equivalent to £275 
per pupil by 2015/16.

Reward for 
stolen USAF 
equipment 

THE USAF is offering a reward of $10,000 
to anyone with information relating to 
the theft of military equipment from RAF 
Lakenheath.

COMMITTEE’S PLANS LATE 

Members of the Mildenhall Par¬ 
ish Council’s planning committee, 
while giving all possible consider¬ 
ation to applications at last week’s 
meeting, expressed concern about 
those arriving on the day of the 
meeting.

Last week a leading 
jockey said a horse 
'can be replaced' 
when it was put down.

A LEADING jockey sparked outrage 
last week after he said horses were 
“replaceable” after one suffered a 
fatal fall on the first day of the Chel¬ 
tenham Festival. 

Two-time Grand National win¬ 
ner Ruby Walsh was criticised for 
his comments after Our Connor fell 
during the Stan fames Champion 
Hurdle at the Cheltenham Festival. 

The top hurdler, who was being 
ridden by Danny Mullins, was treat¬ 
ed by vets but they were forced to 
put the animal down. 

After the race, Walsh is reported 
to have said: “Horses are horses. You 
can replace a horse. 

“It’s sad, but horses are animals, 
outside your back door. Humans are 
humans. They are inside your back 
door. 

“You can replace a horse. You can’t 
replace a human being. That’s my 
feeling on it.” 

The comments sparked a backlash 
from animal rights campaigners. 

Cambridge-based activist Joan 
Court branded Mr Walsh’s com¬ 
ments “disgusting”. 

She said: “The horse can’t just be 
replaced. The horse has its own life 
and own feelings. 

“It can’t just be treated like this. 
It’s a disgusting way to think about 
horses. 

“They are beautiful animals which 
are forced to take part in the races 
and then things like this happen.”

ing member of Animal Rights Cam¬ 
bridge, said she thought these hors¬ 
es should “absolutely” be thought of 
as more than just a commodity for 
jockeys.

Man pleads not 
guilty to murder 


A MAN has denied mur¬ 
dering another man at 
an address in Mildenhall 
a few days before Christ¬ 
mas. 

Andrew Turner, 49, 
of Pembroke Close, ap¬ 
peared today at Ipswich 
Crown Court charged with 
the murder of Paul Bone, 
of Trinity Avenue, Milden¬ 
hall. The 40-year-old died 
in the early hours of De¬ 
cember 20 last year. 

Emergency services 
were called to an address 
in Pembroke Close but 
despite the efforts of par- 
medics Mr Bone was de¬ 


clared dead at the scene. 

A post mortem exami¬ 
nation confirmed he had 
died as a result of a stab 
wound. 

Turner, who was dressed 
in a blue sweatshirt and 
grey trousers, spoke only 
to confirm his name and 
to plead not guilty to the 
murder charge during the 
brief hearing. 

Judge David Goodin told 
Turner he will continue to 
be remanded in custody. 

Turner’s trial is due to 
begin on June 16 and is 
expected to last for up to a 
week and a half.

Three other runners died at Chel¬ 
tenham over the four-day festival. 

Both Akdam and Stack the Deck 
were euthanased on Wednesday after 
Akdam broke a foreleg and Stack The 
Deck fractured a knee. 

Raya Star was put down on Friday 
due to a suspected fractured spine. 

The British Horseracing Authority 
has said it employs eight veterinary 
surgeons which ensures an injured 
horse can receive “immediate atten¬ 
tion and treatment”.

f 75k loan to buy 
community asset 


VILLAGERS have won 
a victory with a £75,000 
loan to keep a much¬ 
loved community hub. 

The People’s Project 
has fought to save the 
former Royal British Le¬ 
gion (RBL) hall, in High 
Street, Lakenheath, so 
the land can be used to 
build a community cen¬ 
tre for the village. 

Sale of the land has 
been under embargo 
since October after com¬ 
munity asset legislation 
was engaged, which gives 
the village six months to 
come up with the money 
before the site can be 
sold to developers.

For the village to buy 
the land, it must raise 
£120,000 by April 7, but 
supporters were given a 
helping hand as coun¬ 
cillors voted to provide 
a “bridging” loan of up 
to £75,000 at an inter¬ 
est rate of 10 per cent 
at a meeting of Forest 
Heath District Council 
on Wednesday. 

Cllr Robin Millar, For¬ 
est Heath Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Families and 
Communities, said: “We 
will do what we can to 
help people, groups and 


communities achieve 
the things that are im¬ 
portant to them. 

“These are usually 
things they are working 
on together and where 
they are willing to use the 
resources they have. 

“For all these reasons, 
I am delighted my fellow 
councillors have agreed 
to offer a bridging loan. 

“The days of big grants 
and public funding are 
gone, but this safety net 
buys the village the time 
it needs to put its own 
funding in place.” 

This news may come 
as a shock to villagers 
as their ambitions were 


dealt a severe blow last 
week when the National 
Lottery and FHDC re¬ 
fused to provide funding. 

The RBL club closed 
its doors in 2012 after the 
national charity revoked 
its association with the 
club. 

Before its closure, 
the centre was used by 
numerous community 
groups including Laken¬ 
heath Camera Club and 
Lakenheath Silver Band. 

The RBL site and the 
neighbouring Laken¬ 
heath Village Hall both 
sit on land bequeathed 
to the village by Sir 
Charlton Briscoe. 


Failed 
jockey 
jailed 
for drug 
dealing 

A MAN whose dreams of 
being a jockey were dashed 
has been jailed for helping 
to ferry supplies of illegal 
drugs into Newmarket. 

Michael Geran, 24, was 
caught with cocaine, a 
class A drug, and cannabis, 
a class B drugs, in his car 
when he was stopped by 
police in the town in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Geran, of Perriman 
Close, Newmarket, had 
pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of cocaine with intent 
to supply and possession of 
cannabis. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard last Tuesday that 
Geran had been involved 
in helping to ferry illegal 
drugs from Liverpool to 
Newmarket. 

Defending, Archie Mac- 
kay said: “This young man 
has made a terrible mis¬ 
take.” 

Geran’s “childhood 
dream” of becoming a 
jockey had been shattered 
when he grew too tall and 
turned to drugs, partly to 
help keep his weight in 
check. 

Mr McKay said that Ger¬ 
an, who had become heav¬ 
ily overdrawn at his bank, 
was hard working and re¬ 
cently had been earning a 
living riding out at a local 
stable yard. 

Jailing him for three 
years, Judge David Goo¬ 
din told Geran that he had 
been “an important cog in 
the machinery of supply.” 

Judge Goodin added: 
“This is a serious case of 
possession with intent to 
supply cocaine.”

Rare chance to be a full-time firefighter 


FIREFIGHTERS are being recruited 
in Cambridgeshire for the first time 
since 2006. 

Residents from across the area 
who are interested in becoming a 
firefighter are now being urged to 
register. 

This is the first time in eight years 
that full-time firefighters have been 
recruited as it is currently operated 
by retained firefighters. 

Chris Strickland, deputy chief fire 
officer for Cambridgeshire Fire and 


Rescue Service (CFRS), said: “This 
is an exciting time for the fire ser¬ 
vice as we prepare to recruit who¬ 
letime firefighters to our frontline 
service. 

“Being a firefighter isn’t about be¬ 
ing the biggest, strongest or most 
brave - there is much more to this 
career than running head first into 
a burning building. 

“More and more of the day-to- 
day work of a wholetime firefighter 
is centred around preventing fires 


and other emergencies, educating 
people about fire risk and provid¬ 
ing advice about keeping safe. 

“We’re looking for people from 
a range of backgrounds who can 
bring different skills to a crew of 
firefighters.”

Council u-turn 
over minutes 


COUNCILLORS were left 
red-faced after they had to 
make a u-turn on a decision 
to change the minutes of a 
planning meeting. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planning com¬ 
mittee has been forced to 
consider whether minutes 
should in future be ap¬ 
proved unanimously after it 
was revealed the wording of 
a decision made regarding 
plans for new homes in Exn- 
ing was changed. 

The 120 homes, on land 
south of Burwell Road, were 
approved in March last year, 
on the condition the homes 
were staggered to 30 per 
year. 

But video footage of sub¬ 
sequent meetings on April 
3 and May 1, seen by the 
News , revealed councillors 
tried to change the resolu¬ 
tion in the minutes from 30 
homes “built” per year to 30

homes “occupied” per year 
as the original wording was 
not clear. 

A report from planning 
officers said: “Following 
some confusion with the 
wording of the minutes for 
the meeting on 6 March 
2013 which stated “phased 
construction of 30 market 
dwellings per year”, the mat¬ 
ter was addressed again on 
April 3 where it was clarified 
that the intention of the 
condition was to phase the 
development to the occupa¬ 
tion of 30 market dwellings 
per year. 

“However it was not pos¬ 
sible to change the wording 
on the minutes and this was 
clarified at the meeting on 
May 1, 2013.” 

Cllr Simon Cole, who 
represents Exning, said: 

“It makes us look bad. It 


makes us look like we have 
no integrity and that is my 
concern.” 

He said the minutes had 
been queried at the time 
and in future any disagree¬ 
ments should be resolved 
by watching the footage of 
the meeting back, as every 
meeting is recorded, he said. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet 
member for planning, 
agreed that the procedure 
should be looked at. 

She said: “That was the 
reason for putting the idea 
forward, so the people of 
Exning would not be inun¬ 
dated with new homes. 

“This matter I think is 
something we should be 
looking into and perhaps I 
will take it to cabinet to get a 
view from them.” 

The committee resolved 
to clarify the resolution to 
30 market dwelling “occu¬ 
pied” per year. 


Bid for for 11 new homes in village 


ELEVEN new houses could 
be built in Exning if plans 
are given the go ahead by 
councillors. 

Chippenham-based 
applicants Murfet Group has 
submitted an application 
for the new housing 
development in Windmill 
Hill, Exning, which would 
include three affordable 
homes out of the 11 houses. 


The two-storey homes 
would range from two-bed 
and four-bed properties to 
five-bed houses. 

There would also be a 
new footpath, an area of 
public open space and 
enhancements to vehicle 
access at the site. 

The pocket of land sits 
between the road and the 
A14 at the south of the 


village. 

It will be bounded by a 
mixture of deciduous trees, 
Leylandii and shrubs. 

Planning chiefs at Forest 
Heath District Council will 
decide whether to approve 
the application at a later 
date.

AHT launches 
trial for equine 
disease vaccine

A LEADING veterinary char¬ 
ity is launching a trial of a 
vaccine for the prevention of 
a frequently fatal disease af¬ 
fecting horses. 

Following the successful 
completion of a small-scale 
pilot study in 2013, the Ani¬ 
mal Health Trust (AHT), in 
Kennett, is asking owners to 
take part in a field vaccine 
trial into Equine Grass Sick¬ 
ness (EGS) in collaboration 
with the Universities of Ed¬ 
inburgh, Liverpool and Sur¬ 
rey. 

The debilitating and often 
fatal disease occurs in hors¬ 
es, ponies and donkeys. It is 
thought they are exposed to 
some form of noxious agent 
in the soil ingested as a con¬ 
taminant of grass. 

There is growing scientific

evidence to suggest that EGS 
may be caused by the bac¬ 
terium Clostridium botuli- 
num (C. botulinum) type C, 
which is found commonly 
within soil and is capable of 
producing a range of toxins. 

Dr Jo Ireland, AHT Equine 
Grass Sickness Research 
Co-ordinator, said: “Half of 
the horses and ponies on 
the trial will be vaccinated 
with a C. botulinum type 


C toxoid vaccine; the other 
half of the horses and po¬ 
nies will receive an inactive 
placebo injection. We will 
record, review and compare 
incidence of EGS between 
the two groups to determine 
the efficacy of the vaccine. If 
we see reduced disease inci¬ 
dence in vaccinated horses, 
this would provide a major 
breakthrough in the preven¬ 
tion of EGS.” 

This vaccine trial will fol¬ 
low 1,100 horses and ponies 
for two years. Only healthy 
animals with a valid pass¬ 
port kept on premises with 
a history of EGS in the previ¬ 
ous two years will be eligible.

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Drug haul found 
in man’s freezer 


A MAN who hid drugs in his 
freezer has been handed a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence. 

Neil Parnell, 51, denied a 
charge of possession of am¬ 
phetamine with intent to sup¬ 
ply, but during his trial at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court pleaded 
guilty to the less serious of¬ 
fence of possession of a class 
B drug. 

Judge John Devaux sen¬ 
tenced Parnell, of Skeaping 
Close, Newmarket, to two 
months’ imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for 12 months on 
Wednesday, March 12. 

As a condition of that sen¬ 
tence, Parnell was told he must 
complete 80 hours of unpaid 
community work. 

The court had heard offic-

ers had found a tin contain¬ 
ing amphetamine in a freezer 
drawer during an hour-long 
police search of Parnell’s home 
on August 5 last year. 

Prosecutor Nicola May told 
the jury that police officers 
also found glucose, which is 
often used as a cutting agent 
for drugs and a quantity of 
small plastic bags. 

The prosecution also claim¬ 
ed that plastic bags found at 
the address were evidence of 
drug dealing but Parnell said 
they were used for items he 
found when metal detecting. 


Two knives in the kitchen 
were found to bear traces of 
amphetamine, according to 
Miss May. 

Parnell was stopped by po¬ 
lice officers while driving his 
BMW vehicle along Bury Road 
in Newmarket, later that day. 

The court heard that when 
Parnell was being checked into 
a police investigation centre 
a CD case which fell from his 
pocket was also found to carry 
traces of the drug. 

Miss May said the drugs 
found at Parnell’s home could 
have been worth up to £600. 

Giving evidence to the court, 
Parnell told the jury that he 
had a “significant” ampheta¬ 
mine habit and the drugs had 
been for his own use only.

Fatal crash on A14: 
horse owner jailed

A MAN has been jailed in con¬ 
nection with a fatal crash on the 
A14, caused by his horses loose on 
the road after escaping from their 
field. 

Thomas Allen, 23, of Red House 
Gardens, Soham, died in hospital 
on Christmas Day in 2012 as the 
result of injuries he sustained in a 
horrific four-vehicle collision. 

The accident, which happened 
at approximately 10.20pm on 
Christmas Eve between Cop dock 
and Sproughton, near Ipswich, 
was caused when a number of 
horses wandered onto the dual 
carriageway. 

Stacy Humphrys, 27, of West 
Meadows, Ipswich, pleaded guilty 
to causing a public nuisance at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Thursday 
and was jailed for 26 months.

The court heard that around 
five or six horses were loose on the 
road at the time, three of which 
were killed in the collision. 

Humphrys arrived at the scene 
shortly after the collision took 
place and acknowledged owner¬ 


ship of the horses. He was arrested 
at the scene. 

In a statement issued shortly 
after the sentencing, Mr Allen’s 
family said: “There is no relief or 
happiness here today, our loss is 
just as strong as it was on Christ¬ 
mas Day 2012. 

“Nothing can take away the total 
devastation and pain we feel. This 
accident should never have hap¬ 
pened. Tom was not doing any¬ 
thing wrong; he was just travelling 
home to his family for Christmas 
and sadly he never arrived.” 

Sgt Bob Patterson from Suffolk 
Police, said: “This was a truly hor¬ 
rific collision which resulted in the 
loss of a young man’s life. 

“I hope that Humphrys’ guilty 
plea and sentencing will provide 
some comfort to Thomas’ family 
who have waited over a year for 
this day to come.” 


AN ATTEMPTED theft of a miniature 
horse is being linked with a spate of 
crimes committed in Holywell Row. 

Police are investigating a series of 
thefts committed between March 7 
and 10 in the village, including the 
theft of electric fence energisers, 
batteries and gardening equipment. 

On March 6, a lock and chain was 
removed from a field gate in the 
area, which is being treated as an 
attempted theft of a miniature horse 
in the field.

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Few survived being imprisoned 
on Devil's Island, the world's 
harshest penal colony. But when 
one man was sent there for a 
crime he didn't commit, he lived 
to tell the tale - and now his son 
wants to share his extraordinary 
story.

A S A boy, Bashir 
Saoudi always 
knew that his fa¬ 
ther, Kaci, had 
been through a terrible, 
almost unimaginable, ex¬ 
perience. At the age of 20, 
the Algerian was convicted 
of murder, and spent more 
than 20 years as a prisoner 
on Devil’s Island, the notori¬ 
ous South American penal 
colony made famous in the 
film Papillon. 

But frustratingly, that was 
all he knew. 

“My father didn’t want to 


talk about it. He was so se¬ 
cretive,” recalls Bashir. “If I 
asked, he brushed it away. 
He just smiled and said ‘Son, 
you don’t want to know’.” 

But Bashir did want to 
know, and, when the com¬ 
puter scientist finally per¬ 
suaded his father to speak 
about what had happened, 
he was in for a shock. 

Now the 58-year-old, who 
lives with his second wife 
Sarnia in Cambridge, is tell¬ 
ing his father’s story in a 
new book. Called The Guil¬ 
lotine Choice, it reveals how 


Kaci’s dignity triumphed 
over despair in the most bru¬ 
tal of conditions. 

It was the 1920s and Kaci 
was just 17 years old when 
his life changed beyond 
belief. Born and living in 
northern Algeria, a poverty- 
stricken country then ruled 
by the French, he had a good 
job and all was going well 
- until one of his cousins 
hatched a murderous plan. 

“My father was an assis¬ 
tant to a Frenchman called 
Samson, who was a kind of 
accountant for a company 


that was building a hydro¬ 
electric dam,” explains Ba¬ 
shir. “Every week, Samson 
and my father used to carry 
a bag full of money to pay 
the workers. 

“In those days, we were a 
big family and we lived all 
under one roof and, when 
one of his cousins saw my 
father carrying the money 
with Samson every week, he 
started thinking there was 
easy money to be made. 

“He started threatening 
my father, telling him ‘I’m 
going to kill your boss, and 
we’ll share the money’. My 
father just said ‘Don’t be stu¬ 
pid!’ He didn’t believe him.” 

But his cousin meant it. 
One fateful day, he carried 
out his threat and shot Sam¬ 
son. He died in Kaci’s arms. 

Kaci, his cousin and his 
cousin’s brother (“who was 
totally innocent; he had 
nothing to do with it whatso¬ 
ever”) were quickly rounded 
up and thrown into prison. 
Their court case dragged on 
for three years, but eventual¬ 
ly all three were convicted. 

“My father was innocent, 
but he had blood on his 
hands because he was hold¬ 
ing Samson when he died,” 
says Bashir. “But he did not 
want to point the finger at 
his cousin. In those days the 
French would have chopped 
off his cousin’s head, and 
my father could not stand 
that; he did not want his 
cousin guillotined. So he 
kept quiet.” 

Kaci’s father visited him 
in jail, pleading with him to 
tell the truth: “He said ‘Son, 
all the lawyers are saying 
just speak up, and you’ll be 
free’. And he cried, and said 
‘Dad, I cannot let my cousin 
die in public’, and at that 
moment his father realised 
that he’d lost his son for¬ 
ever.” 

The trio were sentenced 
to 25 years imprisonment 
on Devil’s Island, plus ‘dou- 
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blage’ (the same sentence 
again, to be lived outside the 
prison walls): “So they were 
sent for life, never to return.” 

Kaci was just 20 when he 
left; his father had a mental 
breakdown soon afterwards, 
“and he didn’t last long be¬ 
fore he passed away. He was 
heartbroken.” 

Set just off the coast of 
French Guiana, the disease- 
ridden penal colony was jus¬ 
tifiably known as the world’s 
harshest prison. 

“Devil’s Island is Hell on 
Earth,” says Bashir. “It’s a 
place where 90 per cent of 
prisoners died in their first 
year. They were thrown in 
the jungle to make roads, 
and they worked under some 
incredible conditions: if they 
weren’t killed by yellow fe¬ 
ver, they were killed by star¬ 
vation. There were many 
ways you could die, and 
only the very, very strongest 
survived. The reason why he 
survived is because he was 
young, and he was sharp.” 

Kaci spent years doing 
hard labour in the jungle, 
where he too contracted yel¬ 
low fever. Normally a death 
sentence, against the odds he 
survived - but nearly died in 
another, more horrific, way: 
“They put him in the infir¬ 
mary... they’d come and pick 
up the dead people in the 
morning, to drop them in the 
sea for the sharks,” explains 
Bashir. As he lay there on 
the brink of death, Kaci was 
picked up for shark-fodder, 
“until somebody realised 
there was some life in him, 
and then put him back!” 

“He survived because he 
was destined to survive. I 
really believe that, because 
to come back from yellow 
fever is not easy. They did 
give them medicine but not 
much: if you die it’s one less 
mouth to feed.” 

But Kaci’s luck was to 
change. In the early 1950s, 
public outrage about the 
colony’s heinous conditions 
forced the French govern¬ 
ment to close it. Kaci was 
released, and he didn’t come 
back empty-handed. “He not 
only survived, but he made a 
name for himself in prison,” 
says Bashir. “He was intel¬ 
ligent, a hard worker, and 
he made connections - and 
when he came back, he came 
back with a lot of gold.” 

Kaci’s cousins weren’t so 
lucky; the innocent one died 
just months after arriving 
on the Island; the guilty one 
died two years before the 
prison closed. But Kaci had 
forgiven him: “It’s strange 
and we don’t understand, 
but he never had anything 
against him whatsoever.” 

On his return to Algeria, 
Kaci was welcomed with 
open arms. The country was 
in the midst of a devastat¬ 
ing drought, “and his family 
were starving, so he was the 
saviour. He sold all his gold 
to bring up all the children, 
including the children of the 
guy who sent him there”. 

He married Melkhir, Ba¬ 
shir’s mother, who’s now 94, 
and then set about taking his 
place not only as the head of 
the family, but in the town of 
Maillot itself, where he be¬ 



came a highly-respected 
public official. 

Bashir, the fourth of Kaci’s 
five children, was born on 
February 29, 1956, and re¬ 
calls his father as being a 
tough parent. 

“He was very, very strict. 
He had a dominant aura, 
and he wanted his children 
to be educated. All I re¬ 
member from him is ‘Study, 
study, study’.” 

But Bashir hated school, 
and always felt his father 
thought of him as the stupid 
one, “and it played on my 
mind for many years. I think 
that made me wake up, so 
when I passed the baccalau¬ 
reate with honour, he could 
not believe it”. 

At 17, Bashir moved to 
England. He studied com¬ 
puter science at Hudders¬ 
field, then did his masters 
at Manchester, married “a 
Yorkshire lass” and had 
three sons. Life was good, 
but he felt that something 
was missing: he was deter¬ 
mined to hear his father’s 
story. 

“I knew he was in Devil’s 
Island, that’s all I knew,” he 
says. 

“But I kept asking.” Even¬ 
tually Kaci weakened and, 
when Bashir was back in Al¬ 
geria one summer, he agreed 
to be interviewed by his son. 

“He said ‘OK bring your 
machine’, and I taped him 
for a couple of hours, 
and he told me ^ 
whatever he . 
could tell me. ^ 

At that time 
I wasn’t 
thinking 
about a 
book, I just 
wanted to 
hold some¬ 
thing of him.” 

Kaci revealed 
the events sur¬ 
rounding the murder, 
and told his son about life 
on the Island: “He didn’t tell 
me everything, of course; he

didn’t want to talk too much 
about suffering.” And he 
definitely didn’t want to talk 
about his cousin, or why he 
refused to give him up: “It’s 
a secret he took with him to 
his death.” 

Kaci eventually died in 
1990 at the grand old age of 
83, and in Maillot, his name 
lives on: “Even now people 
talk about him,” says Bashir. 
“It’s because when he was in 
charge there was no corrup¬ 
tion, and the poor had the 
same rights as the rich. For 
him there was no difference 
whatsoever.” 

After he passed away, Ba¬ 
shir decided to do more re¬ 
search, “so I started digging 
to try to get to know him 
more, to find out who he 
really was”. Awe-struck by 
what he discovered, he com¬ 
missioned award-winning 
Scottish author Michael J 
Malone to turn his father’s 
story into a novel, “because 
he’s a good writer; I cannot 
put two sentences together,” 
he laughs. 

Although he’s been busy 
working at Cambridge Sili¬ 
con Radio for the last 10 
years, Bashir has devoted 
every spare moment to 
the project. “Michael and 
I started this around 2002, 
so we’ve spent a lot of time 
together, doing research and 
talking. However because 
the story’s so big, we’ve 
made the decision to make it 
into two books.” 

The first, The Guillotine 
Choice, was released last 
week and, aside from being 
a novel that reveals the evils 
of colonialism, it also serves 
as a campaign to clear 
his father’s name. 
“He was inno¬ 
cent, and I 
want to get 
the French 
people to 


reconsid¬ 


er, says 

Bashir. “But 
the other 

objective has 
been to redis¬ 
cover him, and to 
say what I should have 
told him in the living years 
- to say how much I loved 
him.”

CHARLOTTE Mendelson reads a lot; a ridiculous 
amount in fact. 

On her bedside table at the moment, for 
instance, is a stack of crime novels ("My 
indulgence! The gloomier the better"), 
Middlemarch, which she's planning to re-read ("I 
really, really love it”), and a pile of new proofs, 
because when she's not writing Man Booker-long 
listed novels, Mendelson is an executive editor at 
publishers Headline Review. 

"It's very difficult," she laughs. "I've already 
got far more books than I'll have time to read in 
my life, and I can't stop buying them!" 

Mendelson is gearing up to appear alongside 
Natasha Solomons, author of Mr Rosenblum's 
List, as part of the Cambridge Literary Festival's 
New Fiction strand, where she'll be discussing 
her fourth novel, Almost English - the one that 
caught the attention of the Man Booker judges. 

With a froth of dark curly hair, she's got a 
touch of actress Rebecca Hall to her features 
and is awfully polite and very well spoken (that's 
growing up in Oxford for you - her father taught 
law at St John's and she studied at the university). 

Regularly sputtering into laughter and trying 
to graciously shut me up when I tell her how 
impressive a read Almost English is, Mendelson 
was born in 1972 and blends London roots 
with mittel-European Jewry (her much-loved 
grandmother escaped Prague using false 
documents in 1939). 

Now a mother of two, with her partner, fellow 
writer Joanna Briscoe, and a contributor to the 
likes of The Guardian, TLS and The Independent 
on Sunday, she's happier discussing her reading 
habits than whether her own writing merits the 
spotlight. 

"I like books that make me laugh, but hardly 
any ever do, and it's very frustrating," she muses. 


As the countdown begins to this spring’s 
Cambridge /Vei/i/s-backed Cambridge 
Literary Festival, ELLA WALKER talks to 
Man Booker-long listed novelist Charlotte 
Mendelson 

"I love books about dysfunctional families, and I 
love crime. Basically, the thing I most want is to 
forget where I am, forget I'm on the bus: being 
captured by a book." 

The self-confessed "enormous girly swot" 
considers an innate bookishness and geekiness 
responsible for her becoming an author - despite 
a careers questionnaire at school recommending 
her for road haulage... 

Stories, she says, are "my passion. It's not the 
fact I wanted to be a writer, I thought, 'wouldn't 
it be amazing to be a writer?' But I could never 
be one." Fortunately, in her mid-20s and working 
in publishing, she 'forgot' to go to law school, 
found herself with her own office and "bit 
the bullet and tried". She started whizzing up 
paragraphs and plotlines on her lunch breaks, 
and the results have been quite wonderful. 

Aside from Almost English, her 2001 debut, 

Love in Idleness, preceded Daughters of 
Jerusalem, which won a clutch of prizes and 
saw her shortlisted for the Sunday Times Young 
Writer of the Year Award, while 2007's When 
We Were Bad waltzed into the Orange Prize for 
Fiction shortlist. 

When it comes to writing, she's very frank. "I 
go up to my desk with some coffee, and usually 
with an enormous pile of provisions and just try 
to keep my bottom on the seat until I've written," 
she explains. "But it's quite difficult not inventing 
very urgent tasks. There isn't a magic to it. It's 
about bums on seats and writing words really..."

STARRED UP (18, 106 mins) 
THE sins of a jailbird father 
are revisited upon an 
embittered son in David 
Mackenzie's gritty drama. 

Based on screenwriter 
Jonathan Asser's experiences 
as a prison therapist, Starred 
Up pulls few punches in its 
depiction of life behind bars, 
delivering a flurry of beatings 
as characters jostle for 
supremacy inside crumbling 
walls where everyone can 
hear you scream. 

Squeamish audiences are 
sentenced to their worst 
nightmare: a journey into 
an unforgiving world where 
disputes are settled with a 
slash from a makeshift shank 
fashioned from a toothbrush 
and razor blade. 

Prisoner officers are just 
almost as cold-blooded as 
the offenders in their care, 
meting out violence to keep 
troublesome inmates in line. 

If all else fails, ringleaders 
are strung up from the bars 
of cells - their deaths falsely 
attributed to suicide. 

Belfast's disused Crumlin 
Road Gaol provides a suitably 
claustrophobic setting and 
Mackenzie's cameras explore 
every nook and cranny, 
capturing a vicious assault 
in the showers that leaves us 
wincing in horror. 

At the centre of madness is 
19-year-old repeat offender 
Eric (Jack O'Connell), who 


swaggers into his first adult 
prison as if he owns the joint. 

"Get your kit off - come out 
when you're ready,” barks one 
of the guards, who conducts a 
humiliating body search. 

Clothed in a regulation grey 
tracksuit, Eric is escorted to 
his cell where he expertly 
constructs then conceals a 
shank. 

An altercation with prison 
guards leads to a spell in 
solitary confinement and Eric 
is ushered before lifer Spencer 
(Peter Ferdinando), who rules 
the roost. 

"No more silliness. I want a 
nice quiet wing," Spencer tells 
Eric with an air of menace. 

It transpires that Eric's father 
Neville (Ben Mendelsohn) 
is at the same facility and 
operates as one of Spencer's 
underlings. Their reunion 
after 14 miserable years of 
estrangement is far from 
happy. 

While Eric exorcises ghosts 
of the past, the lad also 
attends anger management 
sessions led by a volunteer 
called Oliver (Rupert Friend), 
whose personal involvement 


with inmates is a source 
of frustration for sadistic 
Governor Hayes (Sam Spruell). 

Punctuated by explosions 
of unsettling and graphic 
violence, Starred Up is 
reminiscent of Alan Clarke's 
seminal 1979 film Scum, 
which chronicled one young 
man's journey through the hell 
of a British borstal. 

Mackenzie's film is almost 
as suffocating, anchored by a 
no-holds-barred performance 
from O'Connell that's a far cry 
from his formative years on 
ground-breaking Channel 4 
teen drama Skins. 

The 23-year-old Derbyshire 
actor electrifies every 
frame, offering glimpses of 
fear behind Eric's cocksure 
facade as he rages against an 
imperfect system. 

Friend and Mendelsohn 
are compelling in support 
and Asser's script steadfastly 
refuses to polish any rough 
edges with pat sentimentality. 

For these characters, the 
milk of human kindness is 
always sour and they have 
no choice but to swig and 
swallow.

Promoter Chris Louis picked out Cradley 
(renamed from Dudley) as their main contenders 
and the two National League heavyweights have 
also drawn each other in the first round of the 
Knockout Cup and race their ties in May. 

“Cradley look very hard to beat, especially at the 
top but all the way through,” said Louis. 

“They will be the front runners but given time to 
work with the lads, we will come to the fore and be 
strong when we need to.” 

Mildenhall have frozen admission prices at 
last year’s level and will offer regular second-half 
racing, with Milton Keynes using West Row to 
stage their nine home Midland Development 
League fixtures.

Burwell ready 
for spruce up 

BURWELL are hoping members 
of the Cambridge community 
will turn out in force for their 
NatWest CricketForce event as 
they prepare for the new season.

As well as preparing the 
ground, Burwell's players are 
also getting geared up for the 
season ahead. 

Their first team finished third 
in last year's Gibbs Denley East 
Anglian Premier League and 
Fuller is confident that the young 
players at the club will play a big 
role in the push for the title. 

"Last year was the highest we 
have ever finished, which was 
great," he added. 

"The second team also 
achieved promotion in the 
Cambridgeshire league, which 
was a big step up for us. 

"We want to encourage our 
youth players this season and 
give them opportunities in the 
first team. It should be a tough 
year but a good one."

ANDRE Fabre has issued a positive 
bulletin about Miss France as she 
begins her build-up to a possible 
crack at the QIPCO 1000 Guineas 
at Newmarket on May 4. 

Miss France has already shown 
a liking for the Rowley Mile as she 
produced an eye-catching perfor¬ 
mance to win the Group 3 Aqlaam 
Oh So Sharp Stakes at Newmarket 
last September. 

Fabre said: “Miss France has win¬ 
tered well and is just starting to do 
some light work. She has the pedi¬ 
gree, the action and the turn of foot 
to be a top class filly and her form 


is good - she beat Indonesienne 
when she won her maiden and that 
filly went on to win a Group One. 

“I still have to discuss her likely 
race programme with her owner, 
who is coming to see her on Thurs¬ 
day, and she is also entered in the 
Poule d’Essai des Pouliches (French 
1000 Guineas) at Longchamp. 

“But the major factor about races 
at Newmarket is that they are fairer 
than at Longchamp as they nor¬ 
mally have a good pace and the 
draw does not play a significant 
role.” 

His decision might also be 


swayed by the fact that the QIPCO 
1000 Guineas is the only British 
Classic that he has yet to win and 
by his excellent recent record on 
the Rowley Mile - he won with only 
two runners there in 2013, Miss 
France and Intello, who began his 
excellent three-year-old campaign 
by landing the Feilden Stakes. 

“I am not worried about Miss 
France’s lack of experience and I 
think she is a relatively easy ride as 
she can accelerate and should be 
fully effective at distances between 
one mile and a mile and a quarter,” 
he said. 


“But I do think that the ground 
is an important factor with her and 
I do not want to run her in a prep 
race on soft ground. 

“The Lanwades Stud Nell Gwyn 
Stakes (at the Rowley Mile on 16 
April) is a little bit close to the Guin¬ 
eas so she could go for the Prix Im¬ 
prudence (at Maisons-Laffitte on 
April 3) or have a racecourse gallop.” 

Nobody knows Miss France’s 
family any better than Fabre, who 
trained both her sire, Dansili, and 
her dam, Miss Tahiti, winner of the 
Group 1 Prix Marcel Boussac back

Newmarket defeat means 
West Norfolk leap to top 


A LAST-minute try from West Nor¬ 
folk left Newmarket beaten 29-26 
and usurped by their opponents as 
leaders of Greene King IPA Eastern 
Counties One. 

Second-placed Norfolk, going 
into the game three behind New¬ 
market in the table, went ahead 
with a try from their winger after 10 
minutes. 

Josh Parry seized an intercep¬ 
tion close to the opposition line to 
touch down for Newmarket, and Joe 
Stafford’s conversion made it 7-5. 

After half time, Norfolk grabbed 


a second try to go 12-7 in front, but 
the lead did not last long as Anthony 
Scott surged through midfield to set 
up a try for Ali Walker. 

From a disputed penalty for 
dissent - with the Newmarket 
full-back cursing himself and not 
directed at anybody - Norfolk 
landed a penalty to lead 15-14. 

But Newmarket battled back and 
Ben Cockerton scored from a kick 
through by James Payne and then 
Richard Harper touched down after 
a charge down to make it 26-15. 

Norfolk threw everything at 


Newmarket and they pulled them¬ 
selves back into the game with a 
converted try, despite Harvey Bell’s 
valiant attempt to make the tackle. 

And, with another disputed call 
as Newmarket expected a pen¬ 
alty for holding on, they got their 
winning try with the final play of 
the game. 

“I think, on balance, we were just 
about the better side but when we 
got to 11 points clear we should 
have won the game from that posi¬ 
tion,” said Newmarket director of 
rugby Gareth Godfrey. 


“Regardless of whatever refer¬ 
eeing decisions that took place, it 
shouldn’t have come down to that. 

“We might have been just the 
better side but they stuck at it and 
got the win. 

“The pace they have out wide, 
they always looked dangerous 
when they got the ball. 

“Unfortunately, we now have our 
work cut out to win the league. 

“We just have to keep the pres¬ 
sure on them.” 

Newmarket must now regroup 
ahead of a visit to Southwold this 


weekend, where only a bonus- 
point win will do as they seek to 
chase down the single-point lead of 
West Norfolk.
